lt Gives the Number and Oc- 
cupation of Direct Immi- 
grants for Five Years. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 56.—The 


question of which are the most desir- 
able immigrants best suited .to settle 
and develop the fertile uplands of South 
Missouri, in the section known as the 
Ozarks, is one the State is confronted 
with at the present moment, declares 
the 1910 Rej Book of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, in a chapter which 
deals with “Immigration Into «-Missouri 
in the Last Five Years.” 

Labor Commissioner J. C. A. Hiller 
has gone to considerable trouble to ob- 
tain accurete information on the na- 
tionality and occupation of aliens, who 
have come into this State direct from 
ports of entry in the last five years, 
with the result of interesting facts. 

That dairy men, farmers, horticultur- 
ists and stock raisers are needed for 
the Ozark wplands is generally known, 
but the time is fast approaching when 
more miners will be in demand to un- 
earth the vast deposits of iron, lead, 


zinc and other ores: woodworkers to 
turn the small timber into railroad ties 
and cooperege; quarrymen to cut out 
and prepare granite, marble, onyx and 
building stone. Day laborers will also 
be necessary to help the skilled hands 
and do the rough work. 


Occupation of Immigrant 
In the feral year which ended June 


30 last 12,744 immigrants came into Mis- 
souri direct from seaports, as compared 
with 9495 for the preceding same period, 
a gain of 3251. Thig is about as much 
as other stateS in the same class with 
Missouri re-eived. 

In five years, back to June 30,- 1905, 71,- 
218 have come into Missouri under the 
conditions mentioned. Of this number 
Germans predominated with a total of 
11,665, and Italians next, with 11,525. 
There was a total of 10,081 Greeks in the 
period under consideration, as compared 
with only 1620 immigrants from Ireland. 
In late years there has been a decrease 
of immigration from Ireland. 


Chinese Are Scarce, 
Only 34 Chinese have come into Mis- 


souri in five years as direct tmmi- 
grants. 

Hebrew direct immigrants numbered 
7487; Frenchmen, only 398; Croatians and 
Slovenians, 4970; Bulgarians, Servians 
and Montenegrins, 83814; Africans, 12; 
Dutch and Flemish, 702; Japanese, 41; 
Polish, 3841; Scotch, 768; Spanish, 351, and 
Welsh only 91. 

Of the 17,218 “direct immigrants’ of 
five years 82 were civil engineers and 
therefore will be of great use in de- 
veloping the Ozark regions. With the 
aid of the Italians and Greeks they 


; could be well used to build the rail- 


roads which are so badly needed in that 
section of Missouri. 

The Danes, Swiss and Swedes will be 
useful in developing the dairy industry, 
and in running creameries and cheese 
factories. Missouri cannot get too many 
of this class of immigrants. They make

F a Hindu from India were suddenfy’ trans- 
ported to certain big cattle ranthes near 
Pierce and Port Lavaca, Tex., and shown 

large numbers of humped “Zebu” cattle, which in 
“his country are regarded as sacred, feeding with 
the ordinary cattle of the Southwest and being 
prepared for the market it is rather certain he 
would experience a decided shock. 

But however much his religious sense might 

be shocked, it is doubtful if the Hindu would be 
more distinctly surprised at the sight than the 
average resident of other sections of the United 
' States who has heretofore seen the so-called sa- 
cred cattle of India only in the circus. 

Nevertheless, not only on the ranches at 

Pierce and Port Lavaca, but élsewhere in Texas,

A shipment of 60 animals, mostly young bulls, 
direct from India. waa the foundation of the 
present supply of the sacred Indian cattle in 
Texas and the Southwest.

As far as can be determined from rather ‘un- 
satisfactory records, the first ‘sacred bulls of In- 
dia” .were brought to Matagorda, Tex., in the 
eanly 50s by Government agents. 

Their offspring were, and still are, to be found 
in Texas along the gulf coast with herds of other 
cattle... And although they have cross-bred with 
the native cattle to such an extent that the 
strain is almost extinct, they are sill notable by 
reason of the-ease with which they take on fat 
and the manner in which they resist the attacks 
of the pestiferous tick. 

In 1904 Hon. James Wilson, Secretary of Agri- 
culture, on a trip through Texas, saw some of the 
offspring of the sacred Indian cattle which had 
been brought to Matagorda more than half a 
century previously. They were doing so well that 
his’ interest was aroused. He questioned the 
manager. of the ranch, where they were seen, 
regarding their history and characteristics. 

As a result, Secretary Wilson issued a special 
permit for the importation of a drove of the ani- 
mais direct from India that the strain might be

Preparations were at once begun for bringing 
the cattle in. A man went to India and procured 
60, They .were passed through quarantine in 
New York ag a result of’ the Government's inter- 
est, and arrived op the ranch fn November, 1906.

“An animal with only an eighth or a six- 
teenth of the blood in its veins seems 
to stand the climate as well as a thorough- 
bred,” says the manager of the Texas ranch 
to which the Brahmas were first imported: 


The bulls have been for the last two sum- 
mers in a prairie pasture, without shade, in 
which, it is stated, all the cattle accompany- 
ing them, except the grade Brahmas, were 
badly infested with ticks, and, without a 
dip or spray of any kind being used on them, 
they have never developed a full-grown tick. 


This importation of Brahmas, upon arrival 


in Texas, was tested for Texas fever by Dr. 
M. Francis of the A, & A. College, at College 
Station, Tex., and found to be immune to 
the fever.

St. Louis is a center for 
distributing the influence of Ossian.

Armed ‘with the phonograph and the 
modern method of using it in learn- 
ing language, the Keegan Gaelic 
Society of St. Louis is rallying the 
forces of Ireland from the fourth 
century A, D. to date in carrying on 
the revival begun in Ireland by 
Douglas Hyde and his helpers. 

As a result of their work, the 
mails now carry letters in Gaelic 
from St. Louis and bring them back 
from all parts of the country.

But while Anglo-Saxon princes 
and earls were sent to Ireland to 
study in Irish schoojs, Irish bards 
and scholars were beginning to 
create a literature in their own 
Gaelic, a great deal of which still 
remains, scattered in museums and 
libraries, not only in Ireland, but 
in Bngland, Germany and other 
countries to which Irish mission- 
aries went while the people of North- 
ern Europe were still heathen. 

Nearly the whole of the oldest 
jaelic literature igs poetry. It is cer- 
tainly the oldest literature of North- 
ern Europe. 

In the highlands of Scotland where 
they speak Gaelic, changed from the 
Gaelic of Ireland as Italian is from 
Latin, their oldest manuscripts are 
in Irish Gaelic, with little change 
from the old or classical Gaelic of 
Ireland. The poems of Ossian, as 
far as they are really genuine, passed 
over from Ireland to Scotland in 
Irish Gaelic. Many fragments of 
them remain in Irish collections, 

Such collections are now gener- 
ally spoken of as “Books,” such as 
the “Book of Leinster” or “The 
Book of Munster.” Besides these 
collections and books of Irish history, 
compiled by such men as the “Four 
Masters’ of whom Michael Clery 
was chief, there are many manu- 
scripts, often beautifully illuminated, 
treasures of the past in which Ger- 
many and other countries are now 
almost as much interested as Ire- 
land itself. O’Curry estimates that 
the Gaelic manuscripts relating only 
to Ossian, Finn and the Fenians 
would make over 3000 printed pages. 

As in the case of English, the lan- 
guage in which these old master- 
pieces is written, can be approached 
only through the sounds of the liv- 
ing Gaelic speech. Between the En- 
glish or the Gaelic or of the pres- 
ent and that of 500 and 1000 years 
ago, there are differences which 
seem too great at first to be mas- 
tered. Difficulties disappear as any 
one who has learned the living 
sounds of either language works 
pack, century after century. 

In this way, the use of the pho- 
nograph in teaching the sounds of 
Gaelic opens up the Gaelic litera- 
ture of over 1000 years.

4 Commendable Example.

For many years Kansas City’s po- 
lice courts ground out an ever-in- 
creasing grist. Her workhouse was 
full to overflowing—so full, in fact, 
that the Mayor found it necessary to 
make room for the newcomers by par- 
doning out the old inmates almost in- 
discriminately. 

This, naturally, resulted in the 
workhouse lusing most of Its terrors 
for the more hardened offenders. 
Since pardcns were necessary, an 
opening was presented for politicians 
and others to exert their influence to 
secure the pardon of certain handy 
oy ahead of others.

leally thereby found persons willing 
petition and work for their re- 
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give them eéxercjse; certainly not 
enough to keep their minds off them- 
selves and their condition. 

Thus the workhouse became a 
breeding ‘ground of discontent and a 
school of crime and vice. Men and 
boys in for minor offenders, instead of 
accepting their punishment as a warn- 
ing and profiting thereby, learned 
from adepts who were their compan- 
ions in the workhouse, ways of com- 
mitting crimes they had never be- 
fore thought of. Seeds of discontent, 
born of idleness, grew, and _ there 
lodged in their m'nds the idea that 
they, and not society as a whole, 
were the ones against whom crimes 
were belag perpetrated. 

An endless chain of lawlessness 
became established in Kansas City 
in this way, and the results were suf- 
ficient to make thoughtful citizens 
fearful of what was to come. One of 
these, a prominent attorney—Frank 
M. Walsh—thought to effect and sug- 
gested the idea of a Board of Pardons 
and Paroles. 

Such a board was authorized by the 
City Council and the first members 
appointed. They were William Volk- 
er, a wealthy manufacturer, presi- 
dent; Jacob Billikoph, superintendent 
of the Jewish Educational! Institute, 
vice-president, and Mrs. Kate DB. Pier- 
son, a special! investigator for the As- 
sociated Charities and a member of 
the Kansas City Tenement Commis- 
sion. A secretary was also appoint- 
ed, with a salary of $126 a month. 
Mr. Walsh was made legal adviser. 


He and ail the members of the board, 


aside from the secretary, serve gratu- 
itously. 
How the Board Works. 


adequate provision for its care, the 

Board of Pardons and Paroles re- 
quested that it be permitted to send 
certain prisoners there. The request 
was granted, for by now the board 
had established its reputation as a 
power for public good. 

A superintendent was needed and 
there were no funds for his employ- 
ment. Mr. Volker said: “You em- 
power us to send the prisoners out 
there; we will furnish a super'ntend- 
ent.” This was done and the super- 
intendent’s pay came from Mr. Volk- 
er’s private purse—as have so many 
other expenses connected with the 
new business of saving meu and mak- 
ing heroes at Kansas City, when the 
city itself failed to furnish the money. 

J. F. Burlie, a young arch:tect who 
had become interested in suciological 
work, was offered the positlun of su- 
perintendent and took It. Several 
guards were assigned to the farm by 
the city—and immediately re-chris- 
tened as “foremen” by Supt Burlle. 

Taking Away the Stigma.

Saves First Offenders Froma ‘Police Record’ 


PROBATION system now operated in connection with the 
Kansas City Eoard of Pardons and Paroles’ plan to “save 
men,” results in. first offenders, if their crimes are of a minor 


In this way they are given an opportunity to reform if they 
will, and that without being dogged by the police, as so many men 


When a man is arrested a probation officer interviews him at 
police headquarters. His history is entered in a book by the pro- 
bation officer for that purpose, and if he has no previous police 
record and his case seems deserving he is paroled without ‘trial 
and without having gone into the court room at all. 

According to a report of the board made early in; the year, it 
had, up to that time and since it was established in January, 1909, 
paroled, after they had been convicted, 506 persens—not including — 
those paroled under the probation system outlined above, 

Of this number 338 had “made good” and.were at work in the 
city or had gone elsewhere to work with the pboard’s permission 
Fewer than 20 had failed to keep up conm- 
One hundred and sixty-eight were — 
still on parole and reporting regularly, while 37--many of whom 


Recently a special ordinance gave the board complete con- 
trol of the city workhouse, as well as the farm, and many reforms 
of administraticn and conditions have followed.

In many instances this is the first 
time the men ever had an opportunity 
of working in the open, away fiom 
the grind and wear of city life and 
out of reach of saloons and giogger- 
les. When tuey turr in for the n.ght 
they are given a clean, quiet place to 
sleep, after a stiengthening meal, and 
when they arise of a morning they 
have the stimulation of a cold ‘bath. 

Often the ne’er-do-wells get, on the 
Kansas City Municipal Farm, the first 
wholesome food and undisturbed rest 
they have had tor months. If the 
prisoner is, as so often happens, ad- 
dicted to drink, he is out of its influ- 
ence, His aerves renew their stead 
fness, his muscles their strength and 
his mind its vigor, . 

Regeneration of the most 
character has resulted in Instance 
after Instance. Men who were down 
and out have gotten a new grip on 
life and health and new tove has been 
added to their moral discernment. 

In the meantime, the Municipal 
Farm is only one avenue of.the activ- 
ities of the:board. It has only an ad- 
visory capacity in the matter of par- 
dons and paroles, the actual authority 
being still vested in the Mayor, but 
thé Mayor ts morally bound to confer

Repoits from the charity associa- 
tions and the pol'ce on the condition 
of his family have their part.

role, after a position has been found 
for him so he will not be thrown on 
the streets with nothing to do, on the 
condit'on that he allow a portion of 
his earnings to go into the hands of 
a trustee, to be given to him at the 
end of his term of parole. In many 
instances he is required to save half 
his earnings in this way. 3 

' If a prisoner agrees to this he is 
sent to his new job. If he does not 
agree he stays and completes his sen- 
tence. Usually they agree, and the 
savings clause becomes a requirement 
of their parole. If they cease to save 
the parole is revoked. 

The pardoning power is used by 
the boa:d very sparingly. If a man 
has anything worth while in him he 
will work it out under parole, is the 
theory. Also the parole works as a 
moral stimulus, the prisoner being on 
his honor to do certain: things. That 
they do these things is a matter of 
great pride with many of them. | 

If the paroled prisoner has a family 
he must devote a certain portion of 
his earnings to its welfare, and still 
deposit a stated sum with the parole 
trustee if. his earnings are in excess 
of the necessities of h'mself and fam- 
fly;

T IS a long jump from Oklahoma

The big-game-hunting stunt in 

Africa brought much fame to a cer- 
tain American “faunal naturalist.” 


=> But Col. C. J. (“Buffalo”) Jones of 


Oklahoma, has now gone into the 
same country. totally unarmed, ex- 
cept for a rope (as the Southwest- 
erners call a lasso), caught the sav- 
age beasts of ‘veldt and jungle, lions 
and rhinoceri, and made photographs 
of them before turning them loose, 
and although none of the expedition 
was heavily armed, not one was 
hurt. One of the “Buffalo” Jones’ 
cowpunchers said of the expedition: 
“It made Col, Roosevelt’s African 
tunt look like thirty cents.” 
“Buffalo” Jones’ African huntins 
expedition was not a matter of im- 
pulse. For 20 yeara he had dreamed 
of leading a thoroughly Western 
hunting expedition into Africa. 
Since he first began to plan for 
| his iders on hvn‘ting had under- 
gone & great change.

Jones was at home on a ranch near 
Perry, Okla.; and he immediately 
engaged two Oklahoma cowboys to 
go with him and rope lions and 
other savage beasts. They were 
Marshall Loveless: and Ambrose 
Means, both the real thing in cow- 
punchers, who had graduated from 
Western ranches. 

From cow ranches in New Mexico, 
Col. Jones selected ten seasoned cow- 
ponies, fast, well-trained and reli- 
able. Of the dogs to be used for 
trailing he took his own pack, 
thoroughly train in 
mountain lions and other Western 
game. Other dogs with hunting 
reputations were picked: up in the 
West. 

It was about the middle of Janu- 
ary last when the exnedition landed 
in London to complete the outfit- 
ting. There Col. Jones engaced 
two photocraphers, Cherry Kearton, 
cinematogra@ph ma- 
chine operator, and an assistant 
named Gobbet.

When the expedition arrived a’

“The toughest place on earth” now puts in a 
claim, not seriously disputed west of the Mis- 
sissippi, to being the little municipal brother of 
the apocryphal Spotless Town. it is the hope 
and belief of the Ministerial Union that the re- 
generation is permanent. And, as “Pete” En- 
glish, the old-time faro dealer, observed when 
the first move was made to clean up the town, 
“Proprietors of: luck mills may have to scurry 
‘round and find the keys for their front doors, 
for Deadwood is indeed dead” 

The story of the Deadwood that was isn’t 
long, measured in years. Prior to 1876 the 
Whitewood and Deadwood creeks tumbled down 
through guiches with a song of the wild, which 
was taken up by the black pines on the hills. 
One day a grub-stake miner crept up the gulch. 
He scooped some sand from the bank of Dead- 
wood Creek, drepped it into his sieve and washed 
it. The sand floated off, leaving fully a dollar’s 
worth of gold. He moved upstream and panned 
as much more in another sieveful. It must have 
been that the wind in the treetops carried the 
news, for within a fortnight half a dozen camps 
had been pitched in the hills, and in another 
fortnight a shanty had risen on the edge of 
Whitewood Creek. It bore the name of “Tom’s,” 
dug in bark with a jack-knife. Within, two 
stakes supported a board. Deadwood’s first bar- 
room was open for business. 

Statements have been given publicity § that 
Deadwood sprang into being over night. This 
is not strictly accurate. Tom didn't have a 
neighbor for two nights. At the end of a week 
he had four; at the end of a month sixteen. 
It was one unbroken shopping district made up, 
as Seth Bullock used to say, of barrooms and 
saloons and an occasional: drinking place. 

By and by the magic words. Black Hills, were 
heard to the westward and later in Chicago, and 
then dots were placed on railroad maps show- 


a - 


ing where the new Eldorado was. The rush 
followed. 

Men without a dollar, others with one, and 
still others with a roll, muved along the uncer- 
tain trail on angular unshod ponies, or trudged 
On foot, with dry loaves in packs on their backs 
and a few ounces of salt in their pockets. No 
man carried his family name into the new camp. 
The population was just a group of “Bills,” 
“Dans,” “Jacks” and “Bucks.” 

Within a year Deadwood lay along two sides 
of a main street and had begun to creep up the 
steep sides of the wooded hills. It: began to 
pulsate with the tireless energy, respend te the 
fast-growing needs and take steps to morality 
—or lack of it—of the dare-devil thousand and 
odd who had dropped in upon it from some: 
where. Deadwood was moving—moving with a 
shotted rifle over its shoulder, a bag of shinin7s 
gold at its side, but with never a prayer on {t 
blistered lips. It gave rude and unceremonious 
welcome to a “live one” and never asked whenc 
he came; it reined up its shaggy pony only for 
a moment to see a dead one thrown into a 
shallow hole scooped out of the leaf mould and 
never wondered whither he was bound. In the 
morning it climbed to the hills or skirted the 
soft banks of the tumbling streams, with its 
eyes peeled for gold: At night it swung back 
into the settlement and tied up where it could 
hear uncouth music, drink and gamble, with its 
eye on a revolver. It was no place for a parson 
Repentance was considered all right if a fellow 
had time for it, but few of them had. Those 
who died most generally did with their boots 
on, and under circums*ances not calling distinct- 
ly for a panegyric or, indeed, even a few plain 
words about a “square pal.” 

There was a time when Monte Carlo was as 
a simple game of jack straws compared to 
Deadwood. For a quarter of a century the open 


till New Year’s three hundred and sixty-five days, 
twenty-four hours to the day, s'xty minutes to 
the hour, sixty seconds to the minute—and not 
time enough. Roulette wheels sang their allur- 
ing songs through open windows and doors to 
the accompaniment of the little white balls in a 
never-ending flight. The yellow diamond in the 
shirt front’ of the faro dealer never ceased to 
glisten. Stud poker was as open as the trail 
up the hills. A blind man could Gnd his way 
into these places. They stood in-a row like 
soldiers at company front. Dozens of fortunes 
were cleaned up in a year by the gambling house 
proprietors and sent in bags to the nearest 
bank sure-enough vaults and grated windows. 

Cattlemen came from the North with money 
enough to buy a smal] town and sat in at the 
games with the miners who carried the price 
of four automobiles in their saddle-bags. The 
“house” would set up the liquor and take the 
limit off the betting. Tens of thousands would 
change hands in a night, and the loser would 
take the house’s stake and away to the pines 
or the plains. 

Men were ready to wager arything on the 
turn of a card or the spin of a wheel. A ‘miner 
who had starved for years while he dug a fortune 
out of the hills was ready to return to civiliza- 
tion. He had bought his tickets to the East, 
and, while waiting for his train, dropped into a 
place where the bright lights shown, weighted 
with his bags of dust. He asked for quick action 
—and got it. He saw the little fortune slide 
across the table in less than two hours. Then 
he gambled with his railroad ticket and lost 
that. Next morning he went whistling into the 
hills. . 


In the nature of things the town had to adopt,

Judge Lynch, the most popular jurist of his 
time, represented the judiciary of Deadwood. 

From the top 
of a barrel an appeal—just a matter of form it 
was-—-was made to the assembled citizens to pre- 
serve order. 

“The accused man must have a fair and im- 
partial trial,” said the speaker—and the rope 
was being looped over a tree branch the while 
—“for it must not be said that life is, lightly 
held in these parts.” (Four men with rifles 


_ guarded the prisoner while Judge Lynch pro- 


nounced sentence.) 

The convicted man was put on his horse and 
given a cigar. Other riders leaped to their sad- 
dies and the populace followed. The murderer. 
knowing well the custom, slipped his feet from 
the stirrups. and rode under the noose, which 
was lightly placed about his neck. He passed 
his revolver to a friendly barkeeper. Some one 
cut the flank of his horse with a lash, and it 
was over except a few practice shots at the 
swinging body.
